(BY  AUTHORITY. ) 

BY  THE  PRESIDENT  OF  THE  UNITED 
STATES  OF  AMERICA. 

A Proclamation . 

WHERE  AS  a Convention  between  the  Uni- 
ted States  of  America  and  His  Catholic  Majes- 
ty, made  and  concluded  at  M adrid,  on  the  ele- 
venth day  of  August,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  two,  by  Charles  Pinckney, 
at  that  time  Minister  Plenipotentiary  of  the 
United  Statss  in  Spain,  and  Don  Pedro  Ceval- 
los,  Counsellor  of  State,  Uentleman  of  the  Bed 
Chamber,  First  Secretary  of  State,  and  Supcr- 
intendant  of  Posts  and  Post  Offices,  fully  au- 
thorised and  empowered  bv  their  respective 
governments ; was  duly  ratified  by  the  then 
President  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate  thereof, 
on  the  ninth  day 'of  January,  in  the  year  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  four  ; and  was 
ratified  by  the  King  of  Spain,  on  the  ninth  day 
of  July  last  past  : And  whereas  the  ratifica- 

tions of  the  two  governments  were  exchanged, 
in  this  city,  on  the  twenty-first  day  of  Decem- 
ber, by  John  Quincy  Adams,  Secretary  of 
State  of  the  United  States,  on  the  part  of  the 
United  States ; and  Don  Luis  de  Onis,  Envoy 
Extraordinary  and  Minister  Plenipotentiary 
from  Spain,  on  the  part  of  Spain  : which  Con- 
vention is,  word  for  word,  as  follows  : 

A Convention  between  His  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty and  the  United  States  of  America,  for 
the  indemnification  of  those  who  have  sus- 
tained losses,  damages,  or  injuries,  in  conse- 
quence of  the  excesses  of  individuals  of  either 
nation,  during  the  late  war,  contrary  to  the 
existing  treaty,  or  the  laws  of  nations. 

His  Catholic  Majesty,  and  the  government 
of  the  United  States  of  America,  w ishing  ami- 
cably to  adjust  the  claims  which  have  arisen 
from  the  excesses  committed  during  the  late 
war,  by  indiv  iduals  of  either  nation,  contrary 
to  the  laws  of  nations  or  the  treaty  existing 
between  the  two  countries  : Mis  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty has  given,  for  this  purpose,  full  powers 
to  His  Excellency  Don  Pedro  t'evallos,  Coun- 
sellor of  State,  Gentleman  of  the  Bed  Cham- 
ber in  employment,  first  Secretary  of  Slate 
and  universal  despatch,  and  Superintendant 
General  of  the  Posts  and  Post  Offices  in  Spain 
and  the  Indies : and  the  goverment  of  the  U- 
nited  States  of  America  to  Charles  Pinckney, 
a citizen  of  the  said  States,  and  their  Minister 
Plenipotentiary  near  His  Catholic  Majesty, 
who  have  agreed  as  follows: — 

1.  A Board  of  Commissioners  shr.ll  be  form- 
ed, composed  of  five  Commissioners,  two  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  by  llis  Catholic  Ma- 
jesty, two  others  by  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  and  the  fifth  by  common  con- 
sent ; and  in  case  they  should  not  be  able  to 
agree  on  the  person  for  the  fifth  Commission- 
er, each  party  shall  name  one,  and  leave  the 
decision  to  lot : And  hereafter,  in  case  of  the 
death,  sickness,  or  necessary  absence  of  any 
of  those  already  appointed,  they  shall  proceed, 
in  the  same  manner,  to  the  appointment  of 
persons  to  replace  them. 

2.  The  appointment  of  the  Commissioners 
being  thus  made,  each  one  of  them  shall  take 
an  oath  to  examine,  discuss  and  decide  on  the 
claims,  which  they  are  to  judge,  according  to 
the  laws  of  nations  and  the  existing  treaty,  and 
with  the  impartiality  justice  may  dictate. 

3.  The  Commissioners  shall  meet  and  hold 
their  sessions  in  Madrid,  where,  within  the 
term  of  eighteen  months  (to  be  reckoned  from 
the  day  on  which  they  may  assemble)  they 
shall  receive  all  claims,  which  in  consequence 
of  this  Convention  may  be  made,  as  well  by 
the  subjects  of  His  Catholic  Majesty,  as  by 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  America,  who 
may  have  a i ight  to  demand  compensation  for 
the  losses,  damages  or  injuries  sustained  by 
them,  tin  consequence  of  the  excesses  com- 
mitted by  Spanish  subjects  or  American  citi- 
zens. 

4.  The  Commissioners  are  authorised,  by 
the  said  contracting  parties,  to  hear  and  exa 
mine,  on  oath,  every  question  relative  to 
the  said  demands,  and  to  receive,  as  worthy 
of  credit,  all  testimony,  the  authority  of  which 
cannot  reasonably  be  doubted. 

5.  From  the  decisions  of  the  Commission- 
ers there  shall  he  no  appeal,  and  the  agree- 
ment of  three  of  them  shall  give  full  force  and 
effect  to  their  decisions,  as  well  with  respect 
to  the  justice  of  the  claims,  as  to  the  amount 
of  the  indemnification  v\  Inch  may  be  adjudged 
to  the  claimants  ; the  said  contracting  parties 
obliging  themselves  to  satisfy  the  said  awards 
in  specie,  without  deduction,  at  the  times  and 
places  pointed  out,  and  under  the  conditions 
which  may  be  expressed  by  the  Board  of  Com- 
missioners. 

6.  It  not  having  been  possible  for  the  said 
Plenipotentiaries  to  agree  upon  a mode  by 
which  the  above  mentioned  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners should  arbitrate  the  claims  originating 
from  the  excesses  of  foreign  cruizcrs,  agents, 
consuls  or  tribunals,  in  their  respective  terri- 
tories, which  might  be  imputable  to  their  two 
governments,  they  have  expressly  agreed  that 
each  government  shall  reserve  (as  it  does  by 
this  Convention)  to  itself,  its  subjects  or  citi- 
zens, all  the  rights  which  they  now  have,  and 
under  w liich  they  may  hereafter  bring  forward 
their  claims,  at  such  times  as  may  ho  mo  A 
convenient  to  them. 

7.  The  present  Convention  shall  have  no 
force  or  effect,  until  it  be  ratified  by  the  con- 
tracting parties,  and  the  ratifications  shall  be 
exchanged  as  soon  as  possible. 

In  faith  whereof,  ,we,  the  underwritten 
Plenipotentiaries,  have  signed  this 
Convention,  and  have  affixed  thereto 
our  respective  seals.

1802.

Mr.  JOHNSON,  of  Kentucky,  rose 
immediately  after  Mr.  Clay.  He  felt 
himself  called  on,  having  been  a mem- 
ber of  the  committee  which  had  bad 
this  subject  under  consideration,  and  as 
one  of  the  minority  on  the  report  made 
by  it,  to  express  his  views  of  the  quas- 
tions  involved  in  the  report,  and  in  the 
propositions  moved  byway  of  amend- 
ment to  it.  Without  further  preface,  he 
proceeded  to  state  that  the  conduct  of 
General  Jackson,  in  regard  to  the  trial 
and  execution  of  Arbutlinot  and  Ambris- 
ter,  had  been  the  subject  of  censure, 
from  a misconception  of  the  law  and  of 
the  facts  connected  with  it;  and  jmr- 
ticularly,  by  confounding  two  principles 
of  the  laws  of  nations  which  were  in 
themselves  separate  and  distinct.  The 
general  order  directing  the  execution  of 
these  men  asserted,  that  the  subject  of 
any  nation,  making  war  upon  a nation 
at  peace  with  that  to  whieh  he  belongs 
is  an  outlaw  and  a pirate;  and,  Mr.  J. 
said,  it  was  correctly  asserted.  And 


which  (he  former  had  broadly  asserted 
the  right  of  retaliation,  and  declared 
that  he  should  be  governed  by  it.  )u 
order  to  take  from  our  commanding 
general  this  right  at  the  present  day, 
Mr.  J.  said,  gentlemen  had  again  blend-

principle  equally  undeniable, that  he  is 
an  outlaw  and  a pirate — not  that  he  is 
either  technically,  hut  that,  in  fact  & by 
analogy  he  is  so  to  he  regarded.  It  is  aii 
established  principle  of  public  law,  that 
the  crew  of  any  vessel,  engaging  in  war 
without  the  authority  of  any  commission, 
may  he  treated  as  pirates,  and  put  to 
the  sword.  If,  on  the  land,  the  like 
course  he  pursued,  he  who  is  guilty  of 
it  is  an  outlaw  end  a bandit,  and  may 
he  put  to  the  sword.  I bis  was  one 
principle  of  public  law,  and  that  which 
entleu.eti  had  triumphantly  asserted, 
and  which  nobody  denied.)  was  a w hol- 
ly different  one;  both  not  only  clearly 
supported  by  the  authority  of  \ ultel, 
hut  iu  the  same  page  of  that  respected 
and  excellent  writer. 

Mr.  J.sgiJ  he  would  venture  to  sav, 
that  every  ground  taken  by  that  mail 
whose  valor  and  conduct  on  the  memo- 
rable eighth  of  January,  in  tho  darkest 
period  of  the  late  war,  had  caused  joy 
to  beam  from  every  face,  would  be  found 
tenable  on  principles  which  have  pre- 
vailed from  the  commencement  of  civi- 
lization to  the  present  day.  He  pledg- 
ed himself  to  produce  chapter  and  verse 
to  support  his  conduct  in  every  incident 
of  that  war.  He  considered  the  essen- 
tial interests  of  justice  and  of  mercy 
to  have  been  served  in  the  execution  of 
the  foreign  incendiaries  who  stimulated 
the  Indians  to  barbarities  on  our  fron- 
tier settlers:  and  that  the  military  oc- 
cupation of  Florida  by  General  Jackson 
was  justifiable  on  the  broad  basis  of  na- 
tional law,  nod  of  sacred  duty  to  his 
country.  When  gentlemen  undertook 
to  sav,  that  General  Jackson  had  not 
the  right  of  retaliation,  let  them  recol- 
lect the  ease  of  proposed  retaliation,  du- 
ring the  revolutionary  war,  for  the  liar- 
barons  murder  of  Capt.  lluddie.  And 
on  whom  of  (he  prisoners  iu  our  power 
did  the  lot  fall?  Noton  a miserable 
interloper,  but  on  Capt.  Asgill,  an  ami- 
able and  accomplished  officer.  What 
then  said  the  Congress  of  the  Unit'd 
States — that  veiierable  and  enlightened 
body  w hich  carried  us  through  the  Re- 
volutionary conflict  ? What  did  the v 
say  ? Why,  sir,  not  only  that  the  com- 
mander in  chief,  hut  that  every  officer 
on  separate  command,  possessed  tbe 
right  of  retaliation,  and  (hat  they  would 
support  him  in  the  exercise  of  it.  li 
was  true,  that  Asgill  was  released,  for 
reasons  of  policy  ; hut  the  right  of  re- 
taliation was  fully  sustained.

li  had  been  denied  that  any  example 
could  he  produced  of  military  execution, 
at  the  fiat  of  the  commanding  geueral, 
in  our  country.  Mr.  J.  said  lie  would 
give  an  instance  in  which  two  individ- 
uals were  put  to  death  hv  General 
Washington.  Being  given  up  by  the 
revolted  state  line  of  Pennsylvania,  as 
emissaries,  sent  by  General  Carlton, 
these  men  were  instantly  executed.

It  bail  been  stated,  that  the  crimes 
for  which  these  men  were  executed, 
were  oft  necs  not  recognized  by  t lie  law  s 
of  the  United  States.

in  another,  although,  according  to  the 
documents  read  by  the  Speaker,  it  would 
appear  that  t lie  Indians  were  (lire 
murders  in  drrear  of  us — these  inTi- 
dtials  had  been  condemned  and  exceui  . 
iu  conformity  to  the  letter,  if  not  . i thej 
spirit,  of  the  laws  of  the  United  ritet  j 
According  to  our  rules  and  articles  of 
war,  whoever  shnuid  relieve  the  enemv, 
with  money,  victuals,  or  amunitior:.  or 
should  know  itigly  l.ai  Lor  or  protect  them 
or  hold  correspondence  with  the  enemy, 
wore  subjected  to  death.  So  far  the 
role  as  to  our  arm),  which,  by  subse- 
quent articles,  was  made  so  broad  as  to 
apply  to  the  w hole  human  family.  But, 
if  there  was,  iu  this  point,  any  defect 
of  power,  hero  came  in  the  law  of  na- 
tions to  supply  the  deficiency:  for  that 
which  subjects  to  death  one  of  our  own 
citizens, shall  much  more  siil.jcctto  death 
the  foreign  incendiary.  Examples,  in 
j illustration  of  this  doctrine,  were  plen- 
tifully scattered  on  the  page  of  history. 
What  was  the  fact,  said  he.  as  to  'he 
; t ri:il  of  the  distinguished  officer  w ho 
} was  Adjutant  General  of  the  British 
forces,  during  the  revolution  ? He  was 
convicted  on  Ids  own  confession,  and  h) 
a court  composed  of  six  major  generals 
and  eight  brigadier  generals.  General 
Jackson,  Mr.  J.  said,  was  only  follow- 
ing in  the  steps  of  those  who  had  gone 
before.  lie  was  not  here,  he  said,  about 
to  maintain  that  General  Jackson  was 
faultless — if  he  had  not  faults,  he  w ould 
not  he  human — hot  he  stood  here  to 
maintain  his  devotion  to  his  country; 
and  that,  in  (he  course  lie  had  pursued 
in  the  (rial  and  execution  of  Arbutlinot 
und  Ambrister,  he  had  only  trodden  in 
the  footsteps  of  the  immortal  Washing- 
ton. 

As  to  the  execution  of  the  two  Tmlian 
warriors,  Ky  the  exercise  of  a summary 
(jurisdiction  oxer  them,  and  the  distinc- 
tion made  between  their  case  and  that 
of  the  white  men,  the  reason  was  obvi- 
ous to  every  man  who  had  ears  and 
| would  hear,  or  who  had  eyes  and  would, 
'see.  Iu  relation  to  the  Indian  chiefs,] 
j their  color  was  sufficient  evidence  of 
their  subjection  to  his  right  of  dispos- 
ing of  them  as  justice  required.  The 
law  of  nations  ilnthcd  him  with  the 
I power  to  put  an  end  to  their  existence. 

1 As  to  the  stratagem,  of  which  gcutle- 
| men  had  complained,  no  one  was  less 
1 disposed  than  himself  to  look  with  a fa- 
vorable eye  on  such  stratagems  as  were 
contrary  to  morality.  But  there  was 
no  immorality  in  hoisting  (he  flag  of  a 
foreign  power,  noy  in  capturing  (lie  per- 
son of  your  enemy  when  he  unwarilv 
j puts  himself  in  your  power.  Nor,  iii 
I what  had  been  done  in  relation  to  these 
Indians,  was  there  any  violation  ol'  Im- 
munity or  public  law.  Do  they  meet  us 
in  honorable  combat  ? si.  id  Mr..).  In 
the  case  of  the  unfortunate  Mrs.  Gar- 
ret; did  they  meet  us  iu  honorable  con- 


man  from  Georgia  (Mr.  (Jobb)  would 
again  have  called  upon  us,  with  a voice 
of  patriotism,  and  a voice  of  thunder, 
too,  to  pay  the  gallant  Georgians  for 
going  against  the  Seminoles. 

With  regard  to  the  treaty  of  Fort 
Jackson.  Air.  J.  said,  he  should  enter 
into  no  long  argument,  hut  he  differed 
exceedingly  from  liis  honorable  eol- 
I league.  Have  we  not  a right,  said  he, 
j to  dictate  terms  to  a conquered  enemy? 
Was  not  the  w ar  which  was  terminated 
by  that  treaty  an  unprovoked  war? 
Was  it  not  instigated  against  ns,  and 
w ithout  cause  on  the  part  of  the  Indians? 
On  whose  head  should  the  blood  fall,  if 
you  cannot  control  the  Indians,  with 
the  hible  ? 1 wish  to  God  you  could, 

said  Mr.  J.  and  towards  that  object  1 
will  do,  and  have  done,  as  much  in  my 
sphere  as  any  one.  There  is  at  this 
moment,  in  the  heart  of  my  country, 
a school  for  the  education  of  the  Indians 
in  the  arts  of  civil  life.  But,  when  you 
come  into  contact  with  them,  when  they 
flourish  their  tomahawk  over  your  head, 
are  von  to  meet  them  with  the  hible.  in 
your  hands,  ami  invoke  their  obedience 
to  that  holy  religion,  of  which  the  .Spea- 
ker tells  ns?  1 should  he  (he  last  to 
raise  the  sw  ord  against  them,  if  the  em- 
ployment of  such  means  would  appease 
tlx-ir  fury.  Experience  had  shewn  it 
would  not ; and  it  became  necessary  to 
meet  and  chastise  them.  And  would 
aiv  man  say,  Unit,  having  put  down 
d'ty  ii)  f ree,  we  had  not  n 
dictate  I"  (hem  the  terms  of 
i peace?  We  bad  the  right;  and  we 
' made  the  treaty.  That  treaty  received 
I the  sanction  of  every  port  of'the  govern- 
; ment,  this  house  airiong  them,  (by  the 
appropriation  to  carry  it  into  ell'ecl)  and 

was  too  late  now  to  disturb  it. 

But,  in  regard  to  the  Indian  tribes, 
an  xtrauidiaary  doctrine  hud  been  ud- 
I xanerd — '.i.at  they  are  to  he  considered, 
in  every  respect,  in  negotiating  with 

them,  ns  independent  nations.  What, 

then,  Mr.  J.  asked,  should  we  say  of  the 
treaty  of  Greenville,  depriving  those 
tribes  with  whom  it  was  made  of  all  the 
superior  rights  of  sovereignly  ? What 
was  to  hreome  of  the  declarations  of 
our  commissioners  at  Ghent,  where  the 
British  government  demanded,  as  a sine 
qua  non,  that  we  should  not  only  ac- 
knowledge the  Independence  of  the  In- 
dians. hot  should  establish  certain  boun- 
daries, w ifhiu  w Inch  the  lands  belong- 
ing to  the  Indians  should  never  he  sold 
to  us  ? \\  ith  what  indignation  had  that 
proposition  lieen  met/  The  Indians, 
Mr.  .1  said,  were  in  fact  mere  tenants 
at  sufferance  : not  that  lie  would  treat 
them  with  harshness — for  lie  never 
would.  • That  1 lie  principle  that  xve 
have  aright  to  occupy  the  country,  in- 
dependently of  the  qualified  right  of  the 
Indians,  was  recognized,  not  only  by  the 
treaty  of  Greenville,  hilt  by  the  treaty 
w ith  Spain  lierself,  w ho,  in  the  treaty 
of  1793,  stipulated  to  keep  the  Indians 
within  her  boundaries  from  disturbing 
our  frontiers.  And  yet,  after  all  this,  it 
was  contended,  that  we  bad  been  fight- 
ing with  a sovereign  and  independent 
power, 

Astotfie  war,  the  constitutionality 
of  which  had  been  doubted,  Mr.  J.  said, 
the  President  of  the  United  States  was 
not  only  authorized,  I ni  it  was  liis 
boiinden  duty,  to  make  war  on  the  Sem- 
inole Indians.  Admit,  for  the  sake  of 
argument,  that,  beyond  our  boundary, 
they  were  to  he  considered  ns  exercising 
« sovereign  and  independent  authority. 


What  w ould  gentlemen  gain  by  that  ad- 
mission? If  it  were  true,  had  we  not 
a tight  to  trace  them  to  their  strong 
holds,  even  in  a neutral  country  ? On 
that  point,  the  expositors  of  the  laws  of 
tiatious  were  not  silent.  It  was  there 
laid  down,  that  you  may  pursue  a re- 
treating enemy  into  a neutral  country, 
if  the  government  of  that  country,  ei- 
ther from  partiality  to  him,  or  "from 
inability  to  prevent’  it,  shall 


tioning  of  troops  on  the  frontier,  to  pro- 
tect it  from  the  Indians,  and  the  calling 
out  the  militia  for  the  same  purpose. 
And  this  power  had  been  acted  ou  from 
year  to  year,  until  t/ie  law  of  1703  set- 
tled the  point  conclusively,  that,  with- 
out a declaration  of  war  by  Congress, 
I the  President  had  the  right  to  make 
w ar  upon  the  savages ; or,  in  the  words 
of  the  law,  on  the  Indian  tribes.  Let 
us,  said  Mr.  J.  look  at  our  own  powers 
- — and  how  have  we  discharged  them — 
instead  of  attempting  to  divest  other 
branches  of  the  government  of  their 
power*.  \\  hat  w as  out  duly  ? To  pro- 
vide for  calling  out  the  militia — for 
what?  To  execute  the  laws,  to  sup- 
press insurrection,  and  to  repel  inva- 
sion. It  was  on  that  principle  that  the 
power  was  granted  to  the  Executive  of 
this  country  to  chastise  the  ruthless  sa- 
vages for  individual  murders,  or  for 
murders  committed  with  their  combiri 
ed  force.  Has  the  president,  then, said 
Mr.  J.  violated  his  authority?  Cer 
t n i uly  not.  And  if  you  take  from  him 
this  authority,  which  he  lias  so  right- 
fully exercised,  what  is  to  become  of 
our  citizens  on  the  frontiers  ? The  heart 
of  our  country  might  be  penetrated,  and 
the  savages  besiege  our  very  doors, 
w hilst  we  are  making  long  speeches  a- 
bont  the  policy  and  humanity  of  repres- 
sing their  hostilities.  Had  such  been 
the  ease  in  the  recent  instance,  either 
from  a defect  in  the  law,  or  in  the  exe- 
cution of  the  law,  the  people  would 
have  said,  our  government  is  a rope  of 
sand,  and  the  blood  and  treasure  spent 
in  it*  establishment  has  been  lavished 
in  vain.  According  to  the  first  word  of 
military  command,  a little  varied,  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  executive  to  take 
care  that  the  laws  of  the  Union  are  ex- 
ecuted, and  that  invasion  is  repelled;  and 
for  this  purpose  he  may  use  the  regular 
or  militia  force  of  the  country.  Would 
it  not  be  an  invasion,  to  have  our  help- 
less women,  and  the  infant  descendants 
of  those  who  have  fought  our  battles, 
butchered  by  the  indiscriminate  toma- 
hawk aud  scalping  knife  ? And  would 
it  not  he  a violation  of  the  laws  of  the 
country,  to  permit  the  hands  of  the  In- 
dian to  lie  imbrued  in  the  blood  of  our  ci- 
tizens ? 

It  hud  been  represented,  in  palliation 
of  Indian  hostility,  and  in  derogation 
from  the  justice  of  the  war,  that  indi- 
viduals of  the  whites  had  stolen. cattle 
belonging  to  tile  Indians.  If  such  were 
the  fact,  Mr.  J said,  was  it  not  known 
that  these  offenders  might  be  individu- 
ally punished  ? But  was  it  not  known 
that  the  character  of  Indian  war,  unless 
whi  le  the  Indians  had  in  some  degree 
received  the  light  of  civilization,  was 
indiscriminate  murder?  Did  not  Pre- 
sident Washington  make  war  on  them 
for  eleven  years,  from  1783  to  1791, 
w ithout  an  express  authority  by  law  for 
doing  so  ? When  the  gallant  Scott,  of 
Kentucky,  led  his  Kentucky  brethren  a 
gainst  the  Indian  enemy,  was  it  in  con 
sequence  of  a formal  authority  to  make 
war,  or  under  an'  uppropriat ion  for  the 
ex;e  use,  merely,  of  the  expedition  ? And 
if  we  were  not  at  liberty  to  pursue  this 
course,  iu  what  condition  would  he  plae 
ed  the  unfortunate  settler  on  the  fron- 
liornf  Georgia,  in  Alabama,  in  Missis- 
sippi, and  in  Michigan  ? 

If  he  was  justified  in  right  and  in  the 
strictest  interpretation  of  law  in  w hat 
he  had  done,  as  Mr.  J.  contended  Gen. 

J.  was,  he  could  not  see  on  what  prin- 
ciple so  great  a hostility  was  raised  a- 
gainst  cue  ot  the  most  distinguished  of- 
ficers of  the  country ; who  had  borne 
the  helmet  in  the  front  of  hattlein  fight- 
ing its  cause  ; whose  every  object  was 
the  good  of  his  country — and  who  en- 
joyed the  affection  of  the  country  in  a 
degree  not  to  he  taken  from  him  hut  by 
treason  or  the  imputation  of  improper 
motives.  Do  we  not,  said  Mr  J.  stand 
in  need  of  military  fume?  Do  we  not 
wont  it  to  secure  us  respect  iu  Europe  r 
Do  we  not  want  it  at  home  ? 

Mr.  J.  then  proceeded  to  touch  upon 
the  opinion  of  liis  honorable  friend  and 
colleague — for  whom  lie  felt  not  only 
friendship,  hut  affection — that  these  in- 
cendiaries were  put  to  death  without  ne- 
cessity. He  argued,  that  though,  after 
destroying  Mickasuky  und  hurningthe 
Suwaney  towns,  Gen.  Jackson  thought 
the  war  was  at  an  end,  he  was  after- 
wards convinced  lie  was  mistaken ; so 
much  so  that  lie  had  found  it  necessary 
afterwards  to  go  to  Pensacola,  and  to 
leave  two  companies  to  scour  the 
country  around  it,  who  were  now  fight- 
ing gallantly  against  the  savages,  who 
would  have  deluged  the  country  in 


tors  of  the  war  had  been  suffered  to  re- 
main & to  go  at  large — suppose  the  be- 
mgu  influence  of  mercy,  in  the  breast  of 
this  honorable  and  respectable  court 
martial,  had  weighed  down  the  scale  of 
justice,  and  these  men  had  been  dis- 
charged, what  would  have  been  thejsit- 
|K«<iun  ot  the  trontier  of  Geogia  ? Would 
it  not  have  been  the  same  as  during  the 
British  war?  These  ignorant  savages 
were  deluded  by  their  abettors  into  a be- 
lief* that  they  were  competent  to  eope 
with  the  forces  of  the  United  States.  Of 
the  twelve  chiefs  who  signed  the  pow- 
er of  attorney  to  Arbutlinot,  though  two 
Imd  been  hong,  llieie  yet  remained  10 
and  3000  men  who  formed  their  com- 
mand, to  make  battle  against  our  forces 
under  the  instigation  of  the  miscreants 
who  had  before  stimulated  them  to  war 
against  us,  aod  to  their  own  ultimate 
ruin.  Air.  J.  was  proceeding  to  shew 
that  these  men  deserved  the  name  of 
miscreants,  when,  on  suggestion  of  a 
gentleman  near  him,  he  gave  way  for  a 
moment — 

And  the  committee  rose.

I he  committee  having  again  taken 
up  the  subject  of  the  Seminole  War 

Mr.  Johnson  resumed  the  speech 
which  was  interrupted  by  yesterday’s 
adjournment.  He  congratulated  him- 
self. lie  said,  that  the  difference  of  o- 
pinion  on  this  occasion  was  not  a fac- 
tious difference.  When  he  glanced  at 
the  characters  of  those  who  had  alrca- 
ly  spoken  on  opposite  sides  of  the  ques- 
tion, he  saw  with  pleasure  that  this  was 
no  mere  party  squabble.  He  took  this 
opportunity  to  disclaim,  in  the  most  di- 
rect and  positive  manner,  any  intention 
to  wound  the  feelings  of  any  of  his  Va- 
lued friends  who  were  opposed  to  him 
on  this  question ; and,  though  the  in- 
terest and  welfare  of  the  comnumity  re- 
quired a free  and  unreserved  dmsussiou, 
lie  declared  he  should  feel  the  same 
warmth  of  friendship  to  day  towards 
gentlemen,  as  friends  and  politicians, 
which  he  did  before  the  commencement 
of  this  deliute. 

He  had  already  slated,  he  said,  that 
Gen.  Jackson  displayed  more  knowl- 
edge in  the  wilds  of  Florida,  on  this 
subject,  than  any  member  who  had  ta- 
ken part  iu  this  discussion;  and  that 
gentlemen  had  blended  two  principles 
in  the  laws  of  nations  together,  the  dis- 
tinction between  which  Gen.  Jackson 
had  seen  and  observed.  . The  one  was 
the  case  of  volunteers  entering  a for- 
eign service,  for  the  purpose  of  improv- 


ing themselves  in  the 


use  of  arms  and 


not  stop 

the  progress  of  the  retreating  army. 

Now,  as  to  another  point,  w hich,  per- 
haps considering  it  a*  too  delicate,  tb# 
military  committee  had  not  thought  pro- 
per to  approach.  Mr.  J.  said  he  should 
bedetetred  by  no  such  motive,  from  ex- 
amining the  question  of  the  power  of 
the  President  to  prosecute  this  Indian 
w ar,  and  from  censuring  him,  if.  in  do- 
ing so,  he  usurped  power,  or  exceeded 
liis  duty.  As  early  as  the  year  1787, 
the  Congress  had  authorized  'he  stn- 


hlood  hut  lor  these  measures.  It  was 
kind,  if  not  just,  to  Gen.  Jackson,  to 
take  the  reasons  w hich  he  himself  as- 
signed as  the  ground  of  liis  measures. 

| He  stood  before  this  House  not  only  a? 
a man  of  sound  sense  aud  discretion 

’Gentlemen  had  said  the  war  was  at  an 
end.  But  how  many  of  the  enemy  had 
been  killed?  Look  to  the  fact,  in  re-, 
lalion  to  the  power  of  the  enemy.  They 
yet  existed,  when  (he  sentence  of  death 
was  carried  into  effect  against  Arbuth- 
not  and  Ambrister,  in  a force  of  greater 
amount  than  that  xvliieh  Gen.  Jackson 
had  with  hint.  J.ook  at  the  communi- 
cation of  Arbutlinot,  staling  their  force 
to  be  3,300  men:  suppose  these instiea- 


the  knowledge  of  the  art  of  war — w hieh 
ease  is  thus  stated  in  Vattel,  p.  401, 
: “ The  noble  view  of  gaining 
‘instruction  in  the  art  of  war,  aud  thus 
‘acquiring  a greater  degree  of  ability 
‘ to  render  useful  services  to  their  coun- 
try. has  introduced  the  cuslom  of  ser- 
‘ ving  us  volunteers  even  in  foreign  ar- 
‘ mies  : and  the  practice  is  undoubtedly 
‘justified  by  the  sublimity  of  the  mo- 
tive. At  present,  volunteers,  when  ta- 
ken by  the  enemy,  are  treated  as  if 
‘ they  belonged  to  the  army  in  which 
‘ they  fight.  Nothing  can  he  more  reu- 
‘ sellable  : they,  in  fact,  join  that  army, 
‘ and  unite  with  it  in  supporting  the 
‘same  cause;  audit  makes  little  dif- 
ference in  the  ease  whether  thrv  do 
‘ this  in  compliance  with  any  obligation, 
‘or  at  the  spontaneus  impulse  of  their 
‘ own  free  choice.”  Such  was  the  case 
of  Kosciusko,  of  Fayette,  and  the  oth- 
er illustrious  foreigners  who  entered  our 
armies  during  the  revolution,  who  were 
volunteers  in  the  best  of  causes,  hut 
whose  rights  would  not  have  been  les- 
sened had  the  cause  been  that  of  despo- 
tism aud  tyranny,  instead  of  that  of 
freedom  and  independence.  But  this 
ease  was  widely  different  from  that  of 
interlopers,  exciters  of  wars,  and  ene- 
mies of  the  human  race,  who  might  be 
hung  up,  and  ought  to  be,  by  military 
law,  as  so  many  robbers  and  pirates. -1 
In  the  course  pursued  by  Gen.  Jackson, 
then,  and  in  his  doctrine  to  which  ex- 
ception has  been  taken:,  he  is  even  more 
than  borne  out  by  writers  on  be  laws 
of  nations,  as  Air  J.  shewed  by  the  fol- 
lowing references : Vattel,  p 400,  sec. 
226.  “ Even  after  a declaration  of  w ar 
‘ between  too  notions,  if  the  peasants  of 
‘ themselves  commit  any  hostilities,  the 
‘ enemy  shows  them  no  mercy,  hut  hangs 
‘ them  up  as  he  would  so  many  robbers  or 
‘ banditti.  The  crews  of  private  ships  of 
‘war  stand  in  the  same  predicament;  a 
‘commission  from  the  sovereign  or  ad- 
‘ miral  can  alone,  in  case  they  are  eap- 
‘ tured.  ensure  them  such  treatment  as 


is  given  to  prisoners  taken  in  regular 
j‘  warfare.”  Martens,  p.  272,  b.  8,  “The 
i‘  violences  committed  by.  the  subjects  of 
j‘one  nation  against  those  of  another, 
i‘  w ithout  authority  from  their  sovereign 
!‘ate  now  looked  upon  as  robberies,  and 
‘ the  perpetrators  are  excluded  from  the 
‘ rights  of  law  ful  enemies.”  Rage 
280.  « Those,  not  authorized  from 

‘their  sovereign,  who  take  upon  ihern- 
‘ selves  to  attack  the  enemy,  are  (rea- 
cted by  him  as  banditti.”  l\ge  284. 
[“Those  who,  unauthorised  by  the  or- 
i‘ <ler  of  their  sovereign,  exercise  vio- 
‘ lenccs  against  an  enemy,  ami  fall  into 
‘ that  enemy’s  hands,  have  no  right  to 
expect  the  treatment  due  to  prisoners 
‘ of  xvat  : the  eaerny  is  justifiable  in, 


Spotting  them  to  death  as  banditti.” 
The  evidence  before  the  court  sufficient- 
ly established  the  facts  on  which,  un- 
der the  above  passages  of  the  law  of 
nations,  Gen.  Jackson  was  authorized, 
if  not  bound  to  proceed. 

Was  it  supposed  by  gentlemen,  Mr 
J.  asked,  that  Gen.  Jaekson  was  so  ig- 
norant of  the  language  of  his  country 
that  he  did  not  understand  tbe  meaning 
of  the  words  “ pirate  and  outlaw.”  An 
outlaw  the  convict  certainly  was,  as  out 
of  the  protection  of  the  sovereignty  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  any  other  nation.  In 
relation  to  the  term  “ pirate,”  it  had 
other  meanings  than  its  technical  one : 
there  were  pirates  on  land  as  well  as 
on  the  ocean.  We  are  not  here,  said  Mr. 
J.  to  enquire  whether  Gen.  Jackson  us- 
ed technical  terms,  but  whether  he  did 
substantially  and  legally  right.  Whilst 
we  are  searching  our  law'  books  and  li 
hraries  for  our  difference  between  our 
situation  and  that  of  the  general,  while 
iu  the  held  ; whilst  our  heads  repose  on 
downy  pillows,  and  we  can  rise  up  and 
lie  dowu  when  we  please,  he  had  an  ob- 
ject to  accomplish  at  every  hazard,  and 
at  every  cost,  which  he  could  not  have! 
attained  if  he  had  not  acted  as  he  did.; 
Would  you  rather,  said  Mr.  J.  that! 
these  men  were  living  and  the  country; 
deluged  iu  blood  or  that  those  men] 
should  have  suH'ered  according  to  their( 
deserts  ? These  men  had  been  guilty 
of  that  for  which  one  of  our  own  citi-l 
zens  would  have  been  put  to  death  ;* 
and  they  were  properly  as  well  as  le- 
gally put  to  death,  in  pursuance  of  Gen. 
Jackson’s  object,  which  was,  according 
to  his  instructions  to  pul  a speedy  and 
effectual  end  to  hostilities  so  unprovok- 
ed. These  uien  living,  said  Mr.  J.  the 
tomahawk  and  scalping  knife,  would 
have  been  sharpened  anew,  and  other 
emissaries  would  have  derived  encour- 
agement from  their  impuuity.  Answer 
me  this,  Mr.  Chdirmau — Had  you  ra- 
ther that  the  Mississippi  aud  us  vari- 
ous waters,  the  country  to  the  Lakes 
and  beyoud  them  to  the  North  Pole 
should  have  been  jeopardized,  that 
New-Orleans  should  have  passed  from 
your  power,  iuto  the  hands  of  the  Brit-; 
ish  during  the  late  war,  or  tiiat  martial 
law  should  have  been  there  elsablished; 
for  a short  time?  For  even  that  is  now! 
brought  iuto  view,  which  contributed  so! 
much  to  the  glory  as  well  as  safely  and 
honor  of  the  country.  If  a man  did  not] 
present  himself  in  the  attitude  of  suspi-| 
cion,  martial  law  did  not  alfeut  him : 1 
presume,  sir,  at  least  1 hope,  had  1 been 
thereof  should  have  had  no  reason  to 
dislike  it.  I have  no  particular  respect 
for  that  desire  of  locomotion  which' 
could  not  bear  to  be  restrained  within! 
certain  bounds  when  the  veterans  of 
fTeltiitg’on  wire  to  be  met  by  the  raw, 
men  of  Kentucky  and  of  Tennessee:  1 
do  not  like  that  delicate  fastidiousness 
of  martial  law,  when  the  enemy  is, 
knocking  at  the  gate.  All  men  worthy' 
cf  their  country  would  make  the  s.rcri-; 
bee  required  of  ikeui  on  such  occasions.' 
If,  for  want  of  proper  energy  oh  the 1 
part  of  the  commanding  general,  New- 
Orleans  had  fallen  iuto  the  possession  of, 
our  eoetn.,  what  would  have  befallen 
the  inhabitants,  independently  of  the 
sacrifice  of  property  and  life  ? Beauty 
ami  booty  was  the  watch-word  of  the 
enemy.  Had  you  rather,  sir,  that  the 
enemy  had  succeeded  in  his  object,  or 


the  Indian  yell  ? Our  predecessors  too 
well  knew  their  duty  to  do  that.  As 
early  as  1787,  and  farther  hack  if  it 
were  necessary  to  trace,  provisions  of 
the  same  nature  as  those  now  existiug 
were  enacted  by  the  venerable  Congress 
of  the  Confederation.  By  various  sta- 
tutes the  same  provisions  had  been 
continued  to  the  present  day.  The 
statute  gave  to  the  President  a discre- 
tionary power  to  employ  the  forces  of 
the  United  States  and  to  call  forth  the 
militia  to  repress  Indian  hostility  ; and 
gave  it  to  him  properly,  on  the  princi- 
ples of  the  constitution.  By  the  con- 
stitution, the  President  is  made  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  army  ; and  it  is 
made  his  duty  to  take  care  that  tbe 
laws  are  executed,  to  suppress  insurrec- 
tions and  repel  invasious  : and,  by  the 
same  instrument  it  is  made  our  duty  to 
provide  for  calling  forth  the  militia  to 
be  employed  in  these  objects.  That 
power  has  been  exercised  in  the  manner 
which  will  be  shewn  by  the  law  of  the 
United  States.  [Mr.  J.  here  requested 
the  Clerk  to  read  the  statute  to  which 
he  alludedt : and  it  was  read  according- 
ly.] Now,  Air.  J.  said,  he  thought  this 
was  a declaration  of  w ar  of  at  least 
equal  dignity  to  the  maimer  in  which 
the  savages  make  war  against  us,  and 
to  the  light  in  which  we  view  them. 
We  treat  them.it  is  true,  aud  we  ought 
to  treat  them,  with  humanity  ; we  have 
given  them  privileges  beyond  all  other 
nations — but  vve  reserve  the  right  to 
repel  their  invasions,  and  to  put  to  death 
murderers  and  violators  of  our  peace, 
whether  Indians  or  white  men. 


that  this  patriot  should  have  put  mili- 
tary law  in  force?  As  to  the  General, 
whose  conduct  I am  proud  to  vindicate, 
sai  Mr.  J.  considered  him  in  the  grave 
as  ts  umibition;  if  he  ever  had  any—-, 
which  1 never  saw,  in  him,  except  the;' 
ambition  to  serve  his  country.  1 do  not 
speak  of  him  because  he  is  living,  aud 
thut  I never  expect  to  see  again  those 
eyes  that  never  winked  at  danger  when 
be  was  called  upon  to  meet  it.  He  l as 
added  to  the  military  glory  of  his  coun- 
try more,  perhaps,  than  any  other  liv- 
ing citizen ; and,  in  the  view  of  all 
statesmen  and  all  writers  on  National 
Law,  the  glory  of  a nation  constitutes 
one  of  its  greatest  bulwarks  of  strength. 

I now  come,  said  he,  to  the  consider- 
ation of  the  right  of  the  President  to 
make  war  on  the  savages;  and  on  that 
point  1 contend,  that  we  have  on  the | 
statute  book  a perpetual  declaration  of, 
war  against  them.  1 hope  gentlemen  j 
will  takedown  the  expression,  and  at- 1 
tend  to  my  explanation — L say,  we  iiavej 
a permanent  and  everlasting  declara- 
tion of  war — and  why  ? l'he  reason  r. 
very  obvious.  1 shall  not  differ  from1 
gentlemen  as  to  the  policy  and  justice 
of  ooserving  the  duties  of  humanity  to- 
wards that  unfori unate  people.  God 
forbid  that  a drop  of  Indian  blood 
should  be  spilt  exeept  on  the  principles 
of  civilized  man.  But  the  President 
would  be  wanting  in  his  duty  to  his 
country  and  to  his  God  if  he  did  not  use 
the  strong  arm  of  power  in  putting 
down  the  savages  by  the  force  he  is  au- 
thorised to  employ,  if  they  cannot  be 
put  down  by  tbe  precepts  of  our  holy 
religion  : and  Congress,  had  they  not 
passed  such  a stutute,  would  be  wauling 
in  duty  to  their  country.  Do  the  Indi- 
ans ever  declare  tear  against  their  ene- 
my ? Do  they  embody  themselves  and 
engage  in  open  conflict  with  their  ad- 
versary, or  do  they  come,  like  a thief  in 
the  night,  and  carry  death  to  the  unfor- 
tunate woman,  to  the  aged  and  infirm 
men,  and  the  children  whom  they  meet 
in  their  incursions  ? Is  or  is  not  that 
the  universal  practice  ? Let  History 
answer  the  question.  Should  we,  under 
these  circumstances,  have  acted  right- 
ly, to  take  no  precaution,  but  fold  our 
arms  in  listless  apathy,  until  roused  by

; was  the  following;  of  which,  as  it  re- 
lates to  a subject  in  which  our  readers 
have  taken  much  interest,  we  have  pro- 
cured a copy  for  publication  : 

To  the  honorable  the  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  Stales,  the  .Memorial  <j  H iltiuni 
Jones,  late  President  of  the  hank  of  the  Um 
ted  States,  respectfully  sittvelh — 

That  your  memorialist  lias,  for  some  time 
past,  been  afflicted  with  a set  ere  disease,  which 
j until  the  present  moment,  has  precluded  tile 
preparation  of  the  papers  w hicli  he  has  now 
the  honor  to  submit,  in  explanation  of  the  tes- 
timony, touching  his  private  concerns,  which 
was  delivered  to  the  committee  appointed  by 
your  honorable  house  to  investigate  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Hank  of  the  United  States  ; 
that  your  memorialist,  solicitous  to  exhibit 
these  transactions  in  their  true  light,  and  to 
submit  his  public  conduct  to  the  candid  scruti- 
ny of  your  honorable  body,  begs  leave  to  refer 
to  the  statement  of  his  private  transactions  in 
the  Stock  of  the  Bank,  which  he  delivered  to 
your  committee,  and  to  the  statement  of  facts, 
and  tiie  documents  thereto  annexed,  herewith 
submitted,  which  he  trusts  will  establish  the 
lawtulness  and  innocence  of  these  transactions ; 
that  the  only  stock  which  your  memorialist 
sold  to  profit,  was  the  two  contracts  mention- 
ed in  his  statement  to  y our  comm  ttee,  winch 
contracts  were  sold  to  a Director  of  the  Hank, 
who  was  not  likely  to  become  the  dupe  ot  ar- 
tificial measures,  to  enhance  the  value  of  the 
stock  ; that  the  shares  w hich  your  memorialist 
subsequently  disposed  of,  in  order  to  meet  his 
engagements,  were  sold  at  great  loss ; that 
the  whole  amount  of  stock  which  he  now  ac- 
tually holds,  as  stated  to  your  committee,  cost 
him  153  dollars  per  share,  and,  if  valued  at 
the  reduced  prices,  the  result  of  his  entire 
siock  transactions  w ill  exhibit  a very  heavy 
loss;  that  in  this  amount  are  included  1U70 
shares,  now  pledged  in  London,  (the  sale  of 
which  is  to  this  day  restricted  to  347  sterling 
per  share,)  for  the  payment  of  a loan  which  he 
negotiated,  in  order  to  avoid  borrowing  of  the 
Hank  of  the  United  States,  of  which  he  has  no 
loan  whatever — nor  is  lie  indebted  or  responsi- 
ble to  that  institution,  either  on  Ins  own  ac- 
count, or  for  any  other  person,  directly  or  in- 
directly, for  a cent ; that  he  has  held  the  stock 
which  he  now  holds,  during  the  progressive 
decline  in  price,  while  he  has  been  earnestly 
engaged,  in  his  official  capacity,  in  promoting 
all  those  measures  of  precaution  ana  ot  ex- 
pense incurred  by  the  importation  ot  specie, 
w hich  were  indispensable  to  the  safety  of  the 
institution,  but  which  it  was  clearly  foreseen 
would  diminish  the  profits  and  dividends  of  the 
Bank,  and  greatly  depress,  at  least  for  a time, 
the  price  of  its  stock.  Your  memorialist  further 
declares,  that  his  dealings  in  stock  of  the  Hank 
were  founded  upon  his  confidence  in  the  pros- 
perity and  productiveness  of  the  institution,  in 
the  many  important  advantages  which,  if  fairly 
ijoyed,  he  be efl  it  to  possess  over  many 
other  institutions,  the  market  value  of  whose 
stock  approximated  to  the  highest  rates  which 
that  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  had  at- 
tained— and  in  the  recollection  of  the  fact, 
that,  towards  the  close  of  the  charter  of  the 
old  Hank,  the  government  of  i he  United  States 
sold  to  Mr.  Baring  the  whole  of  the  public 
shares,  at  the  rate  of  580  dollars  per  share  : 
that  in  regard  to  his  public  conduct,  as  a Direc- 
tor of  the  Hank  of  the  United  States,  y our 
memorialist  does  most  solemnly  assure  your 
honorable  house,  that  he  has  been  actuated  by 
the  purest  motives  ; and  with  perfect  fidelity, 
diligence,  and  zeal,  has  employed  his  best 
faculties  and  judgment  in  promoting  such 
measures  as  he  believed,  at  the  time,  were 
best  calculated  to  advance  the  interest  of  the 
public,  and  of  the  institution  . that  the  private 
transactions  which  have  attracted  the  animad- 
versions of  your  committee,  have  in  no  wine 
influenced  his  judgment  or  decision  upon  the 
important  measures  in  which,  as  a Director, 
he  has  participated — and  that  the  reasons  and 
motives  assigned  in  his  written  answers  to  the 
questions  put  to  him  by  your  committee,  touch- 
ing the  proceedings  of  the  Bank,  and  those 
which  are  recorded  in  the  minutes  and  corres- 
pondence of  the  Board  of  Directors,  are  the 
true  and  only  motives  by  which  lie  has  been 
governed  in  his  official  conduct ; that,  in  ad- 
vocating the  loans  on  the  pledge  of  stock,  he 
was  influenced  by  the  additional  consideration 
that  the  original  constitution  of  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Bank  comprehended  twenty-eight 
millions  funded  debt,  and  seven  millions  in' 
money,  w hereas,  by  the  rise  of  funded  debt  to 
and  above  its  par  value,  so  large  an  amount  of 
the  latter  was  substituted  for  the  former,  by 
the  subscribers  to  the  Hank,  and  so  large  a 
sum  redeemed  by  the  government,  ami  sold  bv 
the  Bank  to  procure  specie,  as  to  create  an 
aggregate  of  upwards  of  twenty  millions  ol 
dollars  in  money,  substituted  for  so  much  of 
die  funded  debt  of  the  capital ; hence  your 
memorialist,  considering  the  extreme  facility 
which  Bank  accommodation  had  giver,  to  over- 


trading, find  its  Consequent  effect  upon  mer- 
cantile credit,  believed  that  at  least  ten  mil- 
lions of  dollars,  loaned  on  the  pledge  of  stocks, 
would  best  fnlfil  the  original  design  of  the 
institution,  and  leave  as  large  an  amount 
of  monied  capital  as  could  be  safely  loaned  on 
personal  security — and  this  belief  has  not  been 
impaired  by  the  result  of  his  observation  in 
regard  to  the  existing  loans  of  the  Bank,  which, 
according  to  the  documents  before  your  hon- 
orable house,  are  in  the  proportion  of  about 
twenty-seven  millions  in  bills  aud  notes  rest- 
ing upon  personal  security  alone,  to  nine  mil- 
lions on  notes  of  liand,  secured  by  a pledge  of 
stock. 

With  this  brief  exposition  of  the  views  and 
motives  which  have  regulated  his  official  con- 
duct, your  memorialist,  with  profound  respect, 
submits  his  case  to  your  wisdom  and  justice, 
in  full  confidence  that  his  reputation  will  not 
be  subjected  to  obloquy,  by  inferences  alik  e 
repugnant  to  bis  principles  and  to  tbe  whole 
tenor  of  his  private  and  public  life — a life,  the 
first  perilsaml  privations  of  which  are  identified 
w ith  those  of  his  country  in  the  darkest  peri- 
od of  her  revolutionary  struggle,  as  his  late 
faithful  services  in  a highly  responsible  trust 
are  with  her  recent  anil  not  less  momentous 
contest.  Your  memorialist  moreover  reposes, 
with  conscious  rectitude  and  tranquillity,  in 
the  belief,  that  when  truth  shall  have  penetra. 
ted  through  the  mist  of  prejudice  which  has 
obscured  the  services  and  merits  of  the  insti- 
tution in  which  lie  had  the  honor  to  preside, 
public  sentiment  will  award  to  those  who  have 
managed  its  critical  concerns  that  justice 
which  is  now  withheld.

CONGRESS. 

HOUSE  OF  REPRESEjrTATirES. 

Wednesday,  fed.  10. 

The  House  Vfcsolved  itself  into  a 
committee  of  the  whole,  Mr.  Basset:  in 
tbe  fchair,  on  the  general  appropriation 
bill  fur  1819. 

The  appropriation  contained  in  the 
bill,  of  250,000  dollars  for  the  payment 
of  monies  due  and  becoming  due  on  ex- 
isting contracts  for  completing  the  road 
from  Cumberland,  in  Maryland,  to  the 
state  of  Ohio,  with  the  amendment  of 
Mr.  Clay,  to  add  an  appropriation  of 
285,000  dollars,  for  the  completion  of 
said  road,  gave  vise  to  much  debate. 

Mr.  Smith,  of  Md.  Mr.  Clay,  Mr. 
Pindall,  Mr.  Beecher,  Mr.  Pitkin,  spoke 
in  favor  of  the  appropriation,  Mr.  John- 
son, of  Va.  against  any  appropriation  for 
thjs  object,  Mr.  Bald  to  in  against  the 
latter  appropriation,  and  Mr.  TaUmadge 
against  the  appropriation,  on  the  ground 
of  imputed  misapplication  of  tbe  money. 

Mr.  Johnson,  of  Virginia,  moved  to 
strike  out  of  the  bill  the  clause  appro- 
priating 250,000  dollars  for  present  con 
tracts;  which  motion  was  negatived. 

Mr.  Clay  moved  to  insert  an  addi- 
tional appropriation  of  285,000  dollars 
for  the  completion  of  the  road  ; which 
was  agreed  to  by  the  following  vote  : 

For  the  additional  appropriation  66 

Against  it  61 

The  committee  then  proceeded  to  the 
consideration  of  the  bill  from  the  Sen 
ate,  referred  to  the  same  committee,  to 
increase  the  salaries  of  certain  officers 
of  the  government,  (to  give  the  Heads 
of  Depaitments  salaries  of  6000  dollars 
each,  the  Postmaster-General  4,000,  and 
the  Attorney  General  3,500  dollars.) 

Mr.  Hopkinon  moved  to  amend  this 
bin  so  as  to  give  the  Chief  Justice  of  the 
United  States  5000  dollars  per  annum, 
and  to  the  Circuit  Judges  4,500  dollars 
per  annum. 

After  Debate,  which  shall  soon  be 
given,  this  moliou  was  agreed  to,  69 
to  57. 

Mr.  Whitman  moved  an  amendment 
to  increase  the  salaries  of  the  two  As 
sistant  Postmasters  General  from  1,800 
lu  2,500  dollars  per  annum  ; which  was 
negatived. 

Mr.  Rich  moved  to  rcthicc  the  pro- 
posed salary  of  the  Heads  ol  Depart- 
ments from  6000  to  5500;  which  mo- 
tion was  negatived  by  a considerable 
majority. 

When  the  committee  was  about  to 

rise — 

Mr.  Clay  rose  and  said,  that  it  had 
„ecn  his  se  tled  intention  to  renew,  pend- 
ing this  bill,  the  proposition  which  he 
bad  the  honor  of  submitting  at  the  last 
session,  having  for  its  object  the  recog- 
tionofthe  independence  of  the  United 
Provinces  of  South  America.  He  was 
restrained  from  executing  that  intention 
by  two  considerations : one  was  bis  per- 
sonal indisposition,  but  another,  and  more 
important  one  was,  the  small  portion  of 
me  session  yet  remaining  to  transact  the 
public  business.  Whilst  he  was  up,  he 
would  say,  that  so  far  from  his  opinions, 
expressed  on  the  former  occasion,  hav- 
ing undergone  any  change,  they  had 
been  strengthened  and  confirmed  by  ali 
tbe  occurrences  which  had  subsequent- 
ly taken  palace.  He  had  been  anxious, 
if  time  had  permitted,  to  examine  what 
appeared  to  him  very  exceptionable  rea- 
sons assigned,  for  declining  to  recog- 
nise our  S.stcr  Republic,  in  a paper  en- 
titled to  the  most  profound  respect,  the 
message  of  the  President  at  the  opening 
of  the  Congress,  lie  was  desirous  al- 
so of  noticing  the  still  more  exceptiona- 
ble grounds  taken  in  a paper  recently 
transmitted  to  the  House  from  the  De- 
partment of  Stale,  (it  ought  to  be  laid 
upon  our  table  ; why  it  was  not  he  dul 
not  know — he  liopetl  our  worthy  Clerk 
would  in  his  future  contract  for  the  pub- 
lic printing  guard  against  the  delay  to 
which  we  have  been  so  often  subjected.) 
From  that  paper  it  appeared  that  even 
a Consul  could  not  be  received  from  the 
southern  republic ; because  the  grant  of 
an  exequator  implied  recognition  ! We 
eceive  her  flag;  we  admit  her  com- 
merce, and  yet  refuse  the  Consular  pro- 
tection which  that  flag  and  commerce 
necessarily  drew  with  them  ! But  to 
submit  bis  proposition,  would  be  to  oc- 
casion perhaps  a protracted  debate.  And 
considering  the  few  days  left  us,  the 
pressing  and  urgent,  though  not  more 
important,  business  yet  to  be  done,  he 
should  hold  himself  inexcusable  to  the 
House  and  to  the  country,  after  having 
himself  so  materially  contributed  to  the 
consumption  of  time  in  debate,  if  he 
were  even  the  unintentional  instrument 
of  preventing  the  passage  of  what  might 
be  thought  essential  laws.  He  would 
like  exceedingly  to  contrast  the  objec- 
tions urged  against  the  reception  of  the 
Venezuelan  Minister  with  the  more 
forcible  and  stronger  personal  ones  that 
lay  to  the  reception  of  the  present  Span- 
ish Minister.  But,  deep  as  was  the  in- 
terest which  he  heretofore  had  felt,  and 
stili  felt,  in  the  success  of  the  great 
struggle  to  the  south,  lie  must  for  the 
reasons  assigned,  forbear  to  press  any 
proposition  upon  the  House  at  present. 
Should  it  be  necessary  at  another  ses- 
sion, and  should  he  have  the  honor  of  a 
scat  on  this  floor  then,  he  pledged  him- 
self to  bring  up  the  subject,  unless  ad- 
verse causes  should  render  it  highly  in- 
expedient. 

The  committee  then  rose,  and  report- 
ed the  two  bills  it  bad  under  considera- 
tion ; and,  after  a sitting  of  nearly  si:: 
hours — 

The  House  adjourned.

SEMINOLE  WAR. 

The  house  then  again  resolved  itself 
into  a committee  of  the  whole,  Mr.  lias 
sett  in  the  chair,  on  the  report  of  the  mi 
litary  committee,  o’l  the  subject  of  the 
Seminole  War. 


Mr.  Reed,  of  Md.  in  a speech  of  two' 
hours,  concluded  his  observations  in  fa- 
vor of  the  report. 

Mr.  Williams  of  Conn,  followed,  in  a 
speech  of  an  hour,  on  the  same  side. 

Mr.  Desha  delivered  his  sentiments, 
in  decided  opposition  to  the  report. 

Mr.  Clay  then  took  the  floor  in  defence 
of  the  ground  he  had  already  occupied  ; 
and  had  spoken  but  a short  time,  when, 
at  a late  hour,  a motion  to  adjourn  the 
debate  was  made,  and  carried  by  a small 
majority  ; and  the  house  adjourned. 

FEBRUARY  8. 

The  house  of  representatives  sat  to 
so  late  an  hour  yesterday,  that  we  can 
only,  from  that  circumstance,  and  from 
the  want  of  room,  state  a few  of  the 
prominent  results  of  the  proceedings. 

We  have  great  satisfaction  in  announc- 
ing that  the  discussion  in  respect  to  the 
incidents  of  the  Seminole  War,  is  at 
length  brought  to  a close. 

The  question  was  taken  on  the  resolu- 
tion reported  by_  the  committee  on  mili- 
tary affairs,  disapproving  the  proceedings 
in  the  trial  a»ci  execution  of  Arbutlinot 
and  Ambrisier,  and  decided  in  the  ne- 
gative. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Cobb 
to  the  resolution  reported  by  the  com- 
mittee on  military  affairs,  having  been 
modified,  was  then  rejected. 

The  committee  rose  and  reported  its 
decision. 

A motion  was  made  to  postpone  inde 
finitely  the  further  consideration  of  the 
whole  subject ; when, 

After  some  discussion,  the  previous 
question  w as  required,  and  being  taken 
was  decided  in  the  affirmative  ; which 
precluded  any  other  than  a direct  ques- 
tion on  the  proposition  before  the  house. 

On  the  question,  then,  to  concur  in  dis- 
agreement <o  so  much  of  the  report  as 
relates  to  the  case  of  Arbutlinot,  the 
vote  was,  by  yeas  and  nays — 

For  concurrence  in  disagreeing  to  it  108 
Against  it  62 

On  the  question  to  concur  in  disagree 
ingto  so  much  of  the  report  as  relates  to 
Ambrister — 

For  concurrence  in  disagreement  10 
Against  it  63 

A motion  was  then  made  by  Mr.  Cobb, 
that  the  house  do  come  to  the  following 
resolution : 

Resolved,  That  the  late  seizure  of  the 
Spanish  posts  at  Pensacola  aud  St.  Car- 
los de  Barancas,  in  West  Florida,  by  the 
army  ef  the  United  States,  was  contrary 
to  the  constitution  of  the  United  States. 

A motion  was  made  to  postpone  inde- 
finitely the  further  consideration  of  the 
proposition,  and  decided  in  the  negative 
For  the  postponement  83 

Against  it  87 

The  main  question  was  then  taken  on 
Mr.  Cobb’s  motion,  and  decided  in  the 
negative  : 

For  agreeing  to  it  70 

Against  it  100 

Thus  has  this  knotty  question  been  set 
tied,  after  a debate  ol  tnree  weeks.  It  is 

worthy  of  remark,  tnat  the  House  has 
never  been  known  to  fiave  been  more  ful- 
ly attended,  than  when  the  above  votes 
were  taken. 

In  the  senate,  a motion  was  made  by 
Mr.  Morrell,  of  New  Hampshire,  to  the 
following  effect — 

Resolved , by  the  senate,  That  the  pre- 
sident of  the  United  States  be  requested 
to  strike  from  the  rolls  ol  the  army  and 
navy  the  names  of  all  such  officers  there 
of  as  were  directly,  or  indirectly,  con- 
cerned in  counselling,  aiding  or  abetting 
the  late  duel  between  Arnnstead  T.  Ala 
son  and  J.  M.  M’Carty,  citizens  of  Vir- 
ginia. 

This  motion  was  laid  on  the  table. 

GENERAL  JACKSON. 

Fxtract  from  a Speech  of  General  Smith,  in 
Congress,  against  the  resolutions  censuring 
General  Jackson. 

“ Let  me  now  say  a word  of  the  servi- 
ces of  the  man  whom  it  is  pi  oposed  to  dis- 
grace. Those  services  ougfit  to  be  set 
forth  in  a style  to  which  I have  no  pre- 
tensions. It  is  not  tor  me  to  speak  in 
adequate  terms  of  the  first  of  heroes  ; of 
an  officer  whose  achievements  are  un- 
paralleled in  ancient  or  iu  modern  times. 

I do  not  magnify  Ins  actions,  i call  on 
the  man  deep-read  iu  history,  to  stiew 
me  the  page  where  victories  sucli  as 
those  of  Jackson  have  been  recorded.  1 
speak  of  his  victory  over  the  Creeks,  and 
his  victory  at  New  Orleans. 

Let  us  compare  his  victory  over  the 
Creeks,  with  other  victories  obtained 
over  a similar  enemy,  and  recorded  in 
our  history.  When  Sullivan  advanced  to 
avenge  tbe  massacres  of  Wyoming,  ex- 
cited by  British  agents,  and  perpetrated 
by  Indians  and  traitors,  be  commanded 
five  thousand  men,  and  found  eight  hun- 
dred Indians  posted  behind  a breast  work, 
with  a river  in  their  rear ; a battle  ensu- 
ed ; the  Indians  were  beaten,  and  left 
eleven  of  their  warriors  dead  on  the  field 
of  battle.  At  Point  Pleasant,  where  the 
Indians  were  defeated  in  1774,  where  a 
Lewis  commanded,  and  aLcwis fell,  they 
left  eighteen  their  warriors  dead  on 
the  field  of  battle.  When  Wayne,  after 
years  of  preparation,  gained  his  victory 
over  the  Indians  of  the  North  West,  they 
left  twenty  of  their  number  dead  on  the 
field  of  battle.  At  Tippecanoe  the  In- 
dians were  defeated,  and  their  loss  so 
considerable,  tiiat  they  left  more  than 
thirty  warriors  on  the  field  of  battle. 

Jackson  marched  against  the  Creeks; 
lie  found  them  in  considerable  force,  and 
defended  by  works ; those  works  he 
stormed,  defeated  them,  and  killed  eight 
hundred  of  their  bravest  warriors  in  a 
single  battle.  Thus,  he  gained  a \ icto- 
ry  unparalleled  in  Indian  warfare,  and 
acquired  for  the  United  States  the  exten- 
sive, beautiful,  and  valuable  country,  of 
which  you  see  a tnap  suspended  near 
you;  a small  part  of  which  country  you 
have  sold,  in  the  last  year,  for  ten  mil- 
lions cf  dollars. 


Let  us  follow  the  general  to  New-Or- 
leans. There  we  find  him  with  a motley 
force  of  three  thousand  six  hundred  men, 
meeting  12  thousand  of  die  best  troops 
that  ever  appeared  on  our  shores.  Alay 
l not  say  of  the  best  troops  that  ever  ap- 
peared in  any  age  or  nation  ? \ es — and 
they  were  as  unprincipled  r.s  fearless. 
They  had  driven  the  warriors  of  France, 
those  conquerors  of  continental  Europe, 
from  the  pillars  of  Hercules  to  the  Py- 
renees. A part  of  them  had  sacked  this 
city,  and  burned  the  capitol ; a part  of 
them  had  visited  Hampton — they  had  left 
the  fathers  in  anguish  unutterable — they 
had  left  the  matrons  and  the  virgins  in 
tears  ; yes,  they  had  committed  against 
us  wrongs  which  are  never  to  be' forgot- 
ten ; and  by  those  wrongs  they  had  ob- 
tained for  the  descendants  of  their  com- 
mander a right  to  wear  in  their  coat  of 
arms,  in  all  time  to  come,  as  a badge  of 
our  country’s  disgrace,  the  American 
flag,  with  the  standard  broken. 

Surely,  sir,  there  must  be  an  overrul- 
ing Providence,  who  directs  the  destinies 
of  men  and  nations.  Those  troops  who 
had  violated  the  rights  of  war,  who  had 
committed  against  us  every  atrocity,  and 
heaped  upon  our  country  every  disgrace, 
sailed  to  New-Orleans;  and  there  they 
met  the  dire  avenger  ; the  man  appoint- 
ed by  Heaven  to  tfcad  the  wine  press  of 
Almighty  wrath.  With  a handful  of 
men  he  defeated  them.  With  the  loss 
of  thirteen  men,  he  defeated  twelve 
thousand  ! The  incendiaries  and  ravish- 
ers  were  punished  ; and  the  wounds  in- 
flicted on  our  country’s  honor  were 
healed. 

So  disgraceful  was  the  defeat  of  the 
enemy,  that  the  British  government  at 
first  denied  a monument  to  their  brave 
General  who  had  been  slain.  They  were 
desirous  to  hide  in  the  shades  of  oblivion 
the  disgrace  of  their  arms  : but  fame  has 
proclaimed  the  renown  of  the  victor — 
History  has  recorded  it ; and  his  name 
will  descend  to  future  times  in  a stream 
of  light.  Such  is  the  man  whom  it  is 
proposed  to  dishonor  ! 

It  should  not  be  forgotten  that  his  de- 
cision, his  energy,  saved  New-Orleans  ; 
his  acknowledgement  of  the  truth  ofthe 
great  and  fundamental  principle,  that 

“ THE  SAFETY  OF  THE  PEOPLE  IS  THE 

supreme  law.”  A man  less  decisive, 
less  devoted  to  the  cause  of  his  country, 
would  have  hesitated,  and  talked  ot  civil 
rights;  the  legislature  might  have  ca- 
pitulated ; and  New-Orleans  would  have 
been  lost.  The  British  negotiators  at 
Ghent  had  denied  our  title  to  Louisiana ; 
Sc  had  the  possession  been  lost, it  is  doubt- 
ful whether,  according  to  the  treaty  of 
peace,  it  would  have  been  restored. 

Let  me  assure  you,  sir,  tiiat  the  A- 
merican  people  will  not  be  pleased  to 
see  their  great  defender, that  great  aveng- 
er sacrificed  ; even  although  it  should 
not  be  to  Spanish  hatred,  or  British  re- 
venge. 

1 call  On  the  members  from  Pennsyl- 
vania to  remember  Brandt  and  Butler  ; 
to  remember  Wyoming.  I call  on  the 
members  from  Georgia  to  remember 
the  outrages  committed  on  our  frontier; 
that  it  was  to  preserve  the  lives  of  their 
people  that  the  Senunole  war  was  pro- 
secuted ; and  tiiat  the  energy  and  decis- 
ion of  general  Jackson  have  obtained  for 
them  a lasting  peace.  I call  on  the  mem- 
bers from  the  West,  to  remember  that 
the  unhesitating  decision,  and  vigorous 
measures,  of  this  officer,  saved  New-Or- 
leans, the  emporium  of  their  commerce. 
I nee-d  not  tell  the  members  from  Ten- 
nessee, that  it  is  this  officer  who  has  ex- 
alted so  high  the  character  of  their  war- 
like state.  I call  on  all  to  remember, 
tiiat  the  proposed  measure,  if  adopted, 
must  give  joy  to  our  late  enemy  ; and 
consolation  to  that  power  whicn  perhaps 
is  soon  to  be  our  enemy  and  that  it  will 
diminish  the  glory  ol  tnur  country,  by 
tarnishing  the  splendor  of  the  lame  of 
her  most  distinguished  hero. 

The  heirs  of  Ross,  by  order  of  the 
Prince  Regent,  wear  in  their  coat  of 
arms  the  American  banner  broken  and 
dishonored.  That  insuit  can  have  no 
consequences  injurious  tous.  But  take 
care  how  you  break  and  dishonor  your 
standard  yourselves. 

Had  tnisman  lived  before  Hesiod  wrote 
and  Homer  sung,  temples  would  have 
isen  to  liis  honor;  altars  would  have 
biazed — aud  lie  would  have  taken  tiis 
stand  with  Hercules  and  Theseus,  among 
the  immortals,  as  the  preserver  ol  a 
nation ; tne  vindicator  of  the  rights  of 
suffering  humanity  ; the  avenger  of  our 
matrons,  our  virgins,  and  our  little  ones. 

And  shall  wc  see  him  depart  from  this 
city  in  disgrace  ; censured  and  dismiss- 
ed from  office  by  Congress ; and  like 
Camillus,  imploring  Heaven  so  to  direct 
human  affairs,  that  his  country  may  nev- 
er have  occasion  to  regret  her  treatment 
of  him  ? No;  it  cannot  be.  Forbid  it 
every  power  that  guards  the  protectors 
of  innocence  ! Forbid  it  policy  ! Forbid 
it  gratitude!  Forbid  it  justice!” 


BUENOS  AYRES.

They  have  also  publishe 
decree,  stating  their  determination 
render  justice  to  all  nations,  and  di 
vowing  the  many  disgraceful  acts  dc 
by  privateers  under  their  flag.  A r 
vate  letter  suites  that  a Bank  was  abt 
to  be  established  at  Buenos  Ayres, 
the  last  accounts  received,  Talcahm 
in  Chili  had  been  evacuated  by  the  R 
alists.  A paper  ofthe  16th  of  Ociot 
gives  the  official  account  of  the  evac; 
tion,  and  ol  the  taking  possession  by  i 
Chilian  army. 


AX  ACT 

To  alter  and  amend  the  law  concerning  Usury. 

§.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  As- 
sembly of  the  Commonwealth  of  Ken- 
tucky, That  no  person  shall  hereafter, 
upon  on  any  contract,  take  directly  or 
indirectly  for  loan  of  any  money,  wares, 
or  merchandize,  or  other  commodity, 
above  the  value  of  six  pounds  for  the 
forbearance  of  one  hundred  pounds  for  a 
year,  and  after  that  rate  for  a greater 
or  lesser  sum,  or  for  a longer  or  shorter 
time.  All  bonds,  contracts,  covenants, 
conveyances,  or  assurances,  hereafter  to 
be  made  for  payment  or  delivery  of  any 
money  or  goods  so  to  be  lent,  on  which 
* higher  interest  is  reserved  or  taken 
[than]  is  hereby  allowed,  shall  be  utter- 
ly void  so  far  as  relates  to  usurious  in- 
terest ; but  the  amount  so  loaned,  with 
lawful  interest  thereon,  he,  she,  or  they 
shall  be  entitled  to  recover  ; Provided, 
■nevertheless,  that  if  the  lender  shall  re- 
fuse to  receive  the  principal  with  law- 
ful [interest]  on  a tender  thereof,  previ- 
ous to  the  institution  of  a suit  for  recov- 
ery, he,  she,  or  they  so  refusing,  shall  pay 
the  cost  of  said  suit ; but  in  no  case  ei- 
ther at  common  law  or  in  chancery,  or 
in  any  other  way,  shall  the  lender  be 
prevented  from  recovering  the  debt  with 
lawful  interest  thereon. 

§ 2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  coming 
“within  the  purview  of  this  act  shall  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.  This 
act  shall  be  enforced  from  and  after  its 
passage. 

Died,  in  the  vicinity  of  Bladensburg, 
on  Saturday  morning,  General  Armis- 
tead  T.  Mason,  of  Loudon  county,  Va.

“would  have  been  the  next  Governor  of 
the  state.  A bereaved  mother,  wife,  and 
child,  and  a large  civclo  of  affectionate 
relatives,  are  plunged,  by  this  sad  event, 
in  deep  and  inconsolable  affliction.

From  the  National  Messenger. 

The  public  feeling  has  scarcely  ever 
been  more  strongly  excited  than  by  the 
sanguinary  duel  between  Gen.  Akmis- 
tead  T.  Mason  and  Mr.  John  M‘Car- 
ty.  These  two  gentlemen,  attended  by 
their  friends,  met  near  Bladensburg  ear- 
ly on  Saturday  morning.  Their  wea- 
pons were  muskets,  and  the  distance  was 
twelve  feet.  They  both  fired  at  the  same 
moment.  Mr.  M‘C.  was  wounded  in 
the  arm,  and  Gen.  M.  was  killed  on  the 
spot. 

These  gentlemen  were  intimately  con- 
nected by  the  tits  of  blood  and  family. 
They,  themselves,  were  cousins;  and 
the  sister  of  one  was  married  to  the 
brother  of  the  other.  He,  who  fell,  has 
left  mother,  a wile  and  children. 

Of  the  cr.vse  of  this  unhappy  quarrel, 
■we  know  little.  It  is  believed  -to  have 
been  originally  but  slight ; and  though 
greatly  aggravated  by  long  anil  mutual 
exasperation,  it  was  consi'-er.-d  at  an 
end,  until,  by  injudicious  intermeddling, 
it  was  revived,  and  suddeniy  brought  to 
this  fatal  issue.

VENEZUELUN  PRO.  I.AMATION. 
Simon  Boliva,,  chief  supreme  of  the  repub- 
lic of  Venezuela,  captain  general  of  its  ar- 
mies and  those  of  New  Grenada,  &c.  &c. 

TO  THE  PEOPLE  OF  VENEZUELA. 

The  congress  of  Venezuela  must  fix 
the  fate  of  the  so  many  years  opposed 
and  wandering  republic.  Our  wounds 
•will  heal  under  the  shelter  of  a legitimate 
repre;  ntation.  It  is  not  by  a vain  os- 
tcntat.on,  nor  to  make  my  own  apology, 
that  I address  you  : I have  served  you, 
and  owe  you  an  account  of  my  conduct. 

Wb-  n nature’s  convulsions  buried  the 
people  of  Venezuela  under  the  heaviest 
deje.  cion,  Gen,  Mortcverde  brought  to 
nothing  our  new-born  tej  tiblic.  Fear- 
ing rather  tyranny  tl  an  chut’:,  I th 
bade  farewell  to  the  shores  of  Vena.  , , 

la,  and  went  in  search  cf  the  war  ,.ut 
raged  agaitist  th.  tyrants  ol  New  Gren- 
ada, as  the  only  relief  to  the  pangs  of 
my  heart.  Heaven  listened  to  tny  vows 
and  lamentations,  and  the  government  of 
Carthagena  intrusted  to  my  care  400 
soldiers,  which  in  a few  days  liberated 
Magdalena,  and  the  greater  part  of  the 
province  of  Santa  Martha.  I afterwards 
marched  to  Cuenco,  and  there  victory 
declared  for  our  arms.  Venezuela  saw 
me  appear  upon  its  territory  crowned 
with  the  favors  of  fortune. 

The  congress  of  New  Grenada  grant- 
ed me  leave  to  redeepi  my  native  coun- 
try. I had  soon  the  good  fortune  to  re- 
instate the  authorities  constituted  in  the 
first  epoch  of  the  republic  i:i  the  provin- 
ces of  Truxillo,  Merida,  and  Barinas. — 
The  capital  of  Caraccas  received  in  its 
bosom  the  brave  Grenadians.  Puerto 
Cabello,  protected  by  its  walls, attracted 
soon  njy  attention  by  its  resistance,  and 
hardly  gavt  me  time  to  take  measures 


to  save  from  disorders  the  populous  coun- 
try we  had  wrested  from  the  tyrants  of 
Spain. 

Salomon’s  expedition  gave  new  hopes 
to  the  royalists;  and  though  defeated  at 
Barbulo  and  las  Orincheras,  infused  such 
confidence  into  our  enemies,  that  the 
plain  and  the  western  part  of  Venezuela 
revolted  almost  on  a sudden,  in  the  battles 
of  Mosquitero  and  Araure,  the  western 
part  and  the  plain.  I hastened  then  from 
the  field  of  battle  to  the  capital — I made 
a renunciation  of  the  supreme  power, 
and  the  2d  of  January,  1814,  gave  ac- 
counts to  the  people  of  the  events  of  the 
campaign,  and  of  my  civil  and  military 
administration.  The  people,  all  at  once, 
answered  with  an  unanimous  voice  of  ap- 
probation, bestowing  even  the  dictatori- 
al power  which  I already  exercised. — 
New  reverses  called  for  me  in  the  field, 
and  after  a bloody  conflict,  I came  from 
the  field  of  C’araboto,  to  assemble  the  re- 
presentatives of  the  people,  that  they 
might  constitute  the  government  of  the 
republic.  The  disaster  of  Lapuerto  bu- 
ried in  confusion  our  afflicted  country, 
and  nothing  then  could  stop  the  thunder- 
bolts thrown  against  it  by  the  wrath  of. 
Heaven. 

I marched  to  New  Grenada  ; gave  ac-| 
counts  to  the  congress  of  the  success  of 
my  commission;  they  rewarded  my  ser-i 
vices,  though  fruitless,  intrusting  to  me.1 
a new  army  of  Grenadians  and  Venezu-J 
elians.  Carthagena  proved  the  grave 
of  that  army,  that  was  to  restore  life  to 
Venezuela. 

I forsook  every  thing  for  the  safety^ 
of  the  mother  country;  I voluntarily 
chose  to  banish  myself,  that  I might  be 
useful  to  New  Grenada  and  Venezuela.! 
Providence  had  already  resolved  upon 
the  ruin  of  those  wretched  regions,  and 
delivered  them  to  Morillo  with  his  ex- 
terminatory bands. 

I sought  after  an  asylum  in  a foreign1 
island  ; I c ime  to  Tamaico  alone,  help- 
less and  almost  hopeless.  Though  Yen 
ezurla  and  New  Grenada  were  lost;  yet 
I durst  think  ct  expelling  their  tyrants. 
The  Island  of  Hayti  received  rne  with 
hospitality  ; the  magnanimous  president 
Pction,  lent  me  his  protection  ; and  un- 
der his  auspices  I formed  an  expedition 
of  three  hundred  men,  comparable  tol 
the  companions  of  Leonidas.  Almost: 
all  of  them  have  fallen;  yet  the  exter^ 
minatory  army  has  fallen  also;  three  hun- 
dred patriots  have  marched  to  destroy 
ten  thousand  European  tyrants,  and  have! 
succeeded. 

When  I arrived  at  Margarita,  a general 
assembly  elected  me  supreme  chief  of 
the  nation  : I bad  a mind  to  convoke  the 
congress.  I,  in  cfTect,  convoked  it  a few 
months  afterwards ; the  events  of  war 


did  not  however  permit  me  to  accom- 
plish that  wished  for  act  of  national  will. 

Free  Guavana!  Free,  the  greater 
part  of  Venezuela;  nothing  hinders  usj 
now,  from  restoring  to  the  people  their 
sovereign  rights.  Venezuelans;  our  arms 
have  overthrown  the  obstacles,  which  ty-| 
ranny  opposed,  to  our  emancipation.  In 
the  name  of  the  delivering  army,  I put 
you  in  possession  of  the  enjoyment  of 
your  imprescriptible  rights;  our  sol-, 
diers  have  fought  to  save  their  brethren, 
wives,  fathers,  and  sons  ; but  did  not  fight 
to  subjugate  them.  The  army  of  Vene-! 
zuela  only  imposes  upon  you  the  condi-| 
tion,  that  you  should  keep  entire  thesa- 
cred  deposit  of  liberty  ; I impose  upon 
you  another  condition  not  less  just  and 
necessary  to  the  attainment  of  that  pre-l 
cious  state.  Llect  for  your  magistrates 
the  most  virtuous  of  your  fellow  citi- 
zens, and  forget,  if  you  can,  in  your 
choice,  those  who  delivered  you.  For 
my  part,  I renounce,  for  always,  the 
power  you  have  conferred  upon  me  ; and; 
I will  never  admit  of  any  other  but  a mi- 
litary one,  as  long  as  lasts  the  unhappy 
war  of  Venezuela.  The  first  moment 
of  peace  will  oe  the  last  of  my  command. 

Venezuelans!  cast  your  eves  upon 
the  past,  but  to  shudder  at  the  shoals 
which  have  undone  you — withdraw  your! 
eyes  from  the  woful  monuments  that  re-1 
call  to  your  memory  painful  losses. — 
Think  only  of  what  you  arc  about  to  do,1 
and  penetrate  wcli  yourselves,  that  you 
are  all  Venezuelans,  the  sons  of  the 
same  country,  members  of  the  same  so-j 
ciety,  and  citizens  of  the  same  repub- 
lic. The  word  of  Venezuela  is  liberty 
and  peace.  Our  arms  conquered  peace  ; 
ycur  wisdom  will  give  us  liberty.

Sir  Philip  Francis,  the  supposed  au- 
thor of  Junius,  departed  this  life  on  the 
22d  December  last,  in  the  79th  year  of 
his  age.  Papers  and  documents  are  said 
to  have  been  found  which  conclusively 
prove  that  Sir  Philip  Francis  was  the  au- 
thor of  Junius. 

The  London  Courier  is  very  loud  a- 
gainst  Mr.  Monroe  when  commenting 
on  his  message  to  Congress.  The  case 
of  Arbulhnot  and  Ainbrister  is  adverted 
to;  and  many  petty  anathemas  pronounc- 
ed against  the  government.  The  Cou- 
rier also  indulges  in  the  old  slang  of  a 
division  of  the  states — that  we  cannot  re- 
main long  a federate  union  under  our 
general  government. 

The  London  papers  are  full  of  reports 
of  disturbances  in  Spain.  It  is  even  said 
that  the  King  is  murdered  ; again  that 
he  has  abdicated  the  throne.  But  no- 
thing is  distinctly  stated  except  that  the 
condition  of  affairs  in  Spain  was  such  as 
to  lead  to  the  expectation  of  convulsions 
in  that  quarter.

Application  having  been  mad 9 to  the 
circuit  and  district  judges  of  the  United 
States,  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  Rich- 
ard Taylor,  the  sergeant  of  the  court  of 
appeals  of  Kentucky,  from  proceeding 
in  the  execution  of  the  state  law, author- 
izing and  requiring  him  to  collect  a tax 
of  5,000  dollarsa  month  from  the  branch 
bank  of  the  United  States  in  this  place, 
a special  session  of  the  court  commenc- 
ed yesterday  in  this  place  for  the  pur- 
pose of  hearing  the  cause — present, 
Judges  Todd  and  Trimble.  The  at- 
torney general  of  the  state  appeared  in 
court,  and  moved  a dismissal  of  the  ap- 
plication for  an  injunction,  on  the  ground 
that  the  court  had  no  jurisdiction  in  the 
case,  lie  was  replied  to  by  Mr.  Wiok- 
liffe,  district  attorney,  on  behalf  of  the 
United  States  and  of  the  bank,  who  en- 
deavored to  show  not  only  that  the  court 
had  jurisdiction,  but  that  the  case  was 
one  which  required  the  exercise  of  their 
authority.  The  court  then  adjourned 
till  tomorrow  morning  at  9 o’clock,  when 
it  is  expected  that  the  attorney  general 
will  rejoin,  and  Mr.  Barry  speak  in 
support  of  the  application. 

The  house  of  representatives  of  the 
United  Slates  have  engaged  in  discuss- 
ing the  motion  to  reduce  the  army,  and 
have  finally  passed  the  general  appropri- 
ation bill,  and  the  bill  to  raise  the  sala- 
ries of  the  heads  of  departments,  includ- 
ing also  the  judges  of  the.  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States,  and  the  assistant 
postmasters  general. 

The  supreme  court  had  heard  argu- 
ment in  the  case  of  Barr  against  Gratz. 

The  report  of  the  bank  committee, 
and  the  various  motions  to  amend  or  an- 
nul the  charter,  were  taken  up  in  con- 
gress last  week  ; and  the  supreme  court 
of  the  United  States  assigned  Monday  las; 
as  the  day  on  which  they  would  take 
up  the  question  of  the  right  of  the  states 
to  tax  the  national  bank.  We  believe 
that  congress  will  take  no  step  with  a 
view  to  injure  or  destroy  the  bank,  and 
that  the  supreme  court  will  decide  against 
the  pow  er  cf  the  states  to  tax  it. 

The  house  of  representatives  of  the  Unit, 
cd  States,  have  rejected  the  resolutions  cen- 
suring the  execution  of  Arbuthnot  and  Am- 
bristcr,  and  the  capture  of  St.  Marks  and  Pen- 
sacola, by  large  majorities.  Of  the  Kentucky 
delegation,  Mr.  Clay,  Mr.  Robertson  and  Mr- 
Trimble  voted  for  the  resolutions,  and  Col. 
Johnson,  Mr.  Desha,  Mr.  Anderson,  Mr.  New, 
Mr.  Quarles  and  Mr.  Walker  against  them. — 
Mr.  Cui  closed  the  debate  on  the  subject, 
in  a speech  distinguished  by  his  usual  vigor 
and  eloquence.  !t  is  a fact,  that  this  gentle- 
man treated  the  executive  an  J Ccn.  Jackson 
with  the  utmost  respect,  frequently  compli- 
menting them  as  he  passed  along  in  the  debate; 
it  is  a fact,  that  he  supported  and  praised  the 
President  for  restoring  Pensacola:  and  yet 
certain  sycophantic  Editors,  to  recommend 
themselves  at  Washington,  have  accused  Mr. 
Clay  of  being  governed  on  the  occasion  by 
hostility  to  the  administration.!  Our  readers 
know,  that  we  differ  with  Mr.  Clay  respect- 
ing the  Seminole  war  ; that  we  approiethc 
Conduct  of  Gen.  Jackson  entirely  in  that  war ; 
and  that  we  thappro ve  the  restoration  of  Pensa- 
cola. Hut,  at  the  same  tiqie,  we  Fnowthat  the 
motives  of  the  Speaker  on  the  subject  have 
Jieen  patriotic  and  pure,  and  his  course  frank, 
honorable  and  high-minded.  None  but  knaves 
themselves,  none  but  men  incapable  of  acting 
from  honest  motives  in  politics,  can  perceive 
in  the  conduct  of  that  able  statesman,  any 
thing  but  devotion  to  principle,  to  country,  to  > 
the  constitution  and;  liberties  of  the  people. 
With  reference  to  these  alone  was  he  disposed 
I to  disapprove  the  proceedings  of  Gen.  Jack- 
|son:  he  expressly  declared  that  Spain  hud  no 
j right  to  complain.  Is  such  a man  ns  this  to  be 


forever  denounced,  if  he  ventures  on  any  oc- 
casion to  pursue  the  honest  dictates  of  liisde. 
liberate  judgment'  the  very  authors  of  these 
denunciations  may  live  to  sec  the  day  when 
they  will  be  the  foremost  to  eulogise  him 
whom  they  are  now  basely  aspersing : and 
their  motives  will  then  bejabout  as  honest  as  they 
are  nose.  But  we  did  not  set  out  in  this  article 
to  praise  Mr.  Clay  : lie  stands  in  no  need  of 
our  eulogies.  His  character  as  an  orr.lor,  a 
patriot  and  statesman  is  identified  with  that 
of  his  country  ; and  we  greatly  mistake,  if  it 
require  the  spirit  of  prophecy  to  foretell,  that 
that  character  will  be  respected  as  long  as  the 
liberties  of  the  republic  shall  last. 

CONGRESS. 

Two  principles  of  considerable  im- 
portance! have  been  decided  in  the  house 
of  representatives. 

The  one  relates  to  the  completion  of 
the  Cumberland  Road,  03  it  is  usually 
called.  For  the  payment  of  the  monies 
on  contracts  already  made  in  regard  to 
that  national  work,  it  was  proposed,  in 
the  general  appropriation  bill,  to  appro- 
priate 250,000  dollars,  leaving  h.50,000 
dollars  yet  to  be  appropriated  for  that 
object ; and  making,  in  the  whole,  400,- 
000  dollars  to  be  appropriated  for  ful- 
filling existing  contracts.  A motion 
was  made  by  Mr.  Clay,  to  appropriate, 
additionally,  285,000  dollars  for  com- 
pleting those  parts  of  the  road  not  yet 
commenced,  being  thirty  miles ; for  the 
completion  of  which,  it  appears,  propo- 
sals have  been  made,  from  a very  res- 
pectable and  responsible  quarter,  at  the 
rate  of  9,500  dollars  per  mile.  This 
motion  was,  after  a pretty  long  debate, 
which  shall  appear  at  a convenient  sea- 
son, agreed  to.  The  confirmation  of 
this  vote  by  the  Senate,  as  well  as  the 
approbation  of  the  President,  are  yet  re- 
quired, to  ratify  this  provision. 

We  are  glad  to  hear  it  stated,  by  Mr. 
Cols  i on,  a member  of  the  committee 
of  the  district  of  Columbia,  that  that 
committee  expects  to  propose  to  the 
house  a plan  for  connecting  the  eastern 
extremity  of  that  road,  at  Cumberland, 
with  the  seat  of  government,  without  ex- 
pense to  the  United  States.  Though 
the  features  of  this  plan  were  not  devel- 
oped, it  is  presumed  it  is  founded  on  the 
application  ol  the  subscription,  to  a cer- 
tain amount,  of  our  district  banks  to  the 
stock  of  the  company  incorporated  for 
constructing  that  road,  to  be  made  in 
consideration  of  a renewal  of  their  char- 
ters, which  will  expire  before  no  long 
time.. 

The  other  principle  decided  in  com- 
mittee of  the  whole,  was  on  the  proposi- 
tion of  Mr.  Hopkinson,  by  way  of  a- 
mendment  to  the  senate’s  bill  for  increas- 
ing the  compensation  of  the  heads  ol  de- 
partments in  the  government,  to  increase 
also  the  salaries  of  the  chief  justice  and 
the  circuit  judges  of  the  courts  of  the 
United  States,  one  thousand  dollars 
each.  This  act  requires  confirmation 
by  the  house,  and  the  concurrence  of 
the  senate  ; both  of  which,  it  is  hoped, 
it  will  receive.  We  ought  to  be  able 
always,  as  now,  to  command,  for  the 
bench  of  otir  supreme  court,  the  first 
talents  of  the  nation. — Vat.  Int. 

An  expectation  has  been,  for  a day  or 
two  past,  entertained,  that  the  question 
of  a recognition  of  the  independence  of 
certain  of  the  South  American  states, 
would  be  again  agitated  at  this  session. 
An  intimation  was  yesterday  given,  how- 
ever, by  Mr.  Ci.ay,  that,  for  reasons 
which  had  great  weight,  he  had  deter- 
mined to  wave  this  intention  for  the  pre- 
sent; pledging  himself,  however,  if  their 
independence  should  not  be  in  the  mean 
time  recognized,  to  bring  forward  and 
support  the  proposition  at  the  next  ses- 
sion of  congress. — ib. 

The  question  respecting  the  bank  of 
the  United  States,  as  presented  by  the 
several  propositions  made  in  the  house 
ot  representatives  on  that  subject,  is  ex- 
pected to  come  up  for  consideration 
early  in  the  next  week.  The  report  of 
the  committee  of  investigation,  as  well 
as  the  several  propositions,  independent 
of  that  report,  which  have  been  since 
made,  (including  that  of  Mr.  Johnson, 
of  Va.  which  was  inadvertently  stated  to 
have  been  “ agreed  to,”  instead  of  stat- 
ing that  its  reference  to  the  committee 
was  agreed  to,)  have  all  been  refered  to 
a committee  of  the  whole.  What  will 
be  the  result  of  the  consideration  of  this 
subject,  cannot  be  foretold  ; but  it  is  al- 
ready evident  that  there  are  a variety  of 
opinions  on  the  subject.  The  memorial 
of  the  Boston  stockholders  we  have  not 
yet  seen,  but  shall  publish  when  we  car. 
obtain  a copy  of  it  — ib. 

The  bill  for  amending  the  constitution 
of  the  state  of  Maryland,  so  as  to  provide 
for  the  election  of  Governor  by  the  peo- 
ple instead  of  by  the  legislature,  and  the 
bill  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  se- 
nate by  the  people  instead  of  by  electors 
chosen  by  the  people!  which  originated 
in  and  had  been  passed  by  the  house  of 
delegates,  have  both  been  rejected  by  the 
senate  of  that  spate. — ib. 


A letter  from  a member  of  the  house 
of  delegates  of  the  Virginia  legislature, 
to  a member  of  congress,  contains  the 
information  that  that  body  has  adopted 
a resolution  expressive  of  its  deep  regret 
at  the  unfortunate  death  of  Gen.  A.  T. 
Mason.  A similar  resolution  has  also 
been  adopted  by  the  seriate  of  the  state 
of  Virginia. — ib. 


FHOM  TKB  NATIONAL  WKSSENGBH. 

Gen.  Jackson  and  his  suiie  left 
Washington  yesterday  morning.  It  is 
Slid  that  he  will  passthrough  Baltimore, 
Philadelphia  and  New-York,  to  West- 
Point.  From  the  indications  that  have 
been  given,  it  is  probable  he  will  be  re- 
ceived with  public  honors  in  each  of 
those  cities. 


Some  anxiety  has  been  expressed  res- 
pecting the  interview  which  will,  pro- 
bably, take  place  between  him  and  Gen 
Scott,  who  commands  at  New-York.  It 
is  well  known  that  a disagreement  of 
the  most  serious  nature  has,  long,  ex- 
isted between  these  two  officers.  The 
rumors  which  are  abroad  on  this  sub- 
ject, are,  perhaps,  not  altogether  to 
be  relied  on.  Gen.  J.  has,  however,  as 
we  understand,  made  no  secret  of  the 
affair,  and  during  his  stay  in  Washing- 
ton has  been  liberal  in  showing  the  cor- 
respondence which  took  place  between 
himself  arid  Gen.  S.  and  from  this  it  ap- 
pears, if  the  rumor  is  correct,  that  Gen. 
S.  has  positively  declined  the  invitation 
of  Gen.  J.  to  meet  him,  declaring  that 
no  consideration  whatever  shall  ever  in- 
duce him  to  fight  a duel. 

Since  the  termination  of  the  discussion 
of  the  Seminole  war,  Gen.  J.  has  more 
than  once  attended  the  proceedings  in 
the  house  of  representatives. 

It  is  said  that  a court  martial  is  now 
sitting  in  Washington,  for  the  trial  of 
one  of  the  haval  officers,  on  charges 
preferred  against  him  by  the  officer  un- 
der whose  command  lie  served,  for  his 
conduct  in  the  memorable  battle  of  Lake 
Erie.  Commodore  Perry,  it  is  said,  has 
declared  his  willingness  to  meet  captain 
Elliott,  if  he  should  fail  in  substantiating 
these  charges. 

It  is  stated  in  a late  London  paper, 
that  20  or  30  persons,  lately  exchequcr- 
ed  for  selling  sloe  leaves  for  tea,  and 
counterfeit  coffee,  have  taken  their  de- 
parture for  the  U.  States.  Sir  Gregor 
MacGregor — From  Nassau  about  12 
days  since,  we  learn  that  this  officer  had 
touched  there  on  his  passage  from  Lon- 
don to  Venezuela  in  a fine  brig  of  18 
guns,  and  had  sailed  again  to  join  Lord 
Cochrane’s  squadron,  which  consisted  of 
2 frigates,  2 sloops  and  2 brigs  of  war, 
besides  transports.  The  number  of  land 
forces  said  to  have  gone  out  in  this  ex- 
pedition amounted  between  3 and  4000. 
It  was  currently  reported  at  Nassau,  that 
Sir  Francis  Burden  was  also  engaged  in 
the  emancipation  of  South  America. — 
Private  letters  from  Havana,  received  at 
Charleston,  state  that  the  Spanish  Royal 
expedition  sailed  fro.n  Havana  on  the 
15th  ult.  to  take  jiossession  of  Pensaco- 
la, lately  occupied  by  the  American 
troops.
